In a recent interview most l TMI! students 
questioned oil the subject admitted that they did not 
spend enough tune in preparation before tests Much 
studying could more accurately be called "cram¬ 
ming'’ the night before the test is to be taken. 

This indicates that we recognize the fact that 
studying, or rather lack of it, is a problem, yet we do 
all too little about it. 

Cramming before exams could be avoided and 
merely reviewing the material would be sufficient if 
we had spent time daily in preparation instead of 
leaving it until the last minute. 

Students who said that they found it necessary 
to stay up until the wee hours of the morning, burn¬ 
ing the midnight oil, admitted that they usually did 
not start studying until at least 10 o’clock. Time 
before that hour is often spent in club meetings, 
working on special projects or in just plain socializ¬ 
ing.

Must If Student Is

To Achieve Success

Good study habits are essen¬ 
tial to successful college work, 
say authorities who have 
made studies on the subject. 

Experience has taught col 
lege faculties that students 
whose high school records in¬ 
dicate that they have formed 
good study habits seldom ex 
periences serious difficulty in 
doing college work. Those 
whose records indicate that 
they have not formed good 
study habits often encounter 
greater difficulty. 

In any case, the many ad¬ 
justments which must be made 
by a student when he trans¬ 
fers from high school to col 
lege can be accomplished suc¬ 
cessfully only if good study 
techniques are applied. 

Several UTMB students de¬ 
clined to comment when in¬ 
terviewed as to individual stu¬ 
dy habits including the num¬ 
ber of hours per week spent in 
study and the method of stu¬ 
dy. 

Others said merely “Not en¬ 
ough,” when asked about time 
spent. Some gave the actual 
number of hours which varied 
from 8 to 10 to 25 to 30 hours 
per week. 

When asked if they had a 
schedule by which they studi¬ 
ed, most students indicated 
that they studied at night for 
whatever classes they had the 
next day, unless they had free 
time before the class during 
which to study. 

Most students also indicat¬ 
ed that they did their heaviest 
studying for a test the night 
before and usually d i d not 
spend enough time reviewing 
beforehand. 

UTMB students were gen¬ 
erally in agreement that their 
study habits could certainly 
stand improvement. 

Some simple study habits 
can be formed only if the stu¬ 
dent follows a systematic stu¬ 
dy schedule, which allows am¬ 
ple time for both study and re¬ 
creation according to authori¬ 
ties. Psychologists have es¬ 
tablished the fact that there 
is an advantage in studying 
each subject during the same 
time period week after week.

can learn for another. Study¬ 
ing in groups may hava its ad¬ 
vantages, but it should bo on- 
gaged in with an understand¬ 
ing of its limitations. 

Learning to concentrate de¬ 
spite distractions is oot of the 
primary needs of college stu¬ 
dents. Research bps prove d 
that the act of studying can 
be carried on in the midst of 
all the distracting confusion 
that is often found where a 
number of people are congre¬ 
gated. Learning t o concen¬ 
trate will not come without ef¬ 
fort, but it can be done. 

No better method far learn¬ 
ing the printed page ha been 
found than that of outlining 
the material covered. Text¬ 
books are so organised that as¬ 
signments will load them¬ 
selves readily to outlining. 
Section headings, 
headings, and topic headings 
furnish perfect organisation 
for a systematic outline of the 
material. Subtopics represent 
what the student Will find 
necessary to make note of far 
the purpose of summarising 
and making the material his 
own. 

Learning is not a passive 
matter. The student cannot 
sit in a merely listening atti¬ 
tude in a classroom and profit 
from a classroom discussion. 
The instructor’s lecture is us¬ 
ually the result of hours 
spent in study of the ma terial 
and in preparation for the 
class. The student will be able 
to profit from the instructor’s 
assistance only so far as he 
reacts to what is being said. 
Taking notes employs all of 
the senses and prevents inac¬ 
tivity and a negative attitude; 
therefore, taking notes during 
class lecture is highly recom¬ 
mended.

5-4 Advantage Over 
Football Opponents 


From The Sidelines 


The Vols are the football 
champs of the Volunteer State 
Athletic Conference now after 
routing Carson-Newman, 22 to 
0, last Saturday night at Col¬ 
lege Field. 

It was sweet revenge for a 
number o f UTMB gridders 
who fell to C-N last year 10 
to 8 at Jefferson City throw¬ 
ing the conference race into a 
tie. In 1950, the Vols won the 
VSAC beating the Eagles in 
the championship game, 26 to 


fight, too. 

This week Troy State in¬ 
vades the Vol domain for a 
football game that’s sure to 
be a thriller. Troy State’s Red 
Wave features one of the fin¬ 
est passing attacks among 
small colleges i n the mid¬ 
south. Last Saturday TSC got 
beat at Tampa University 30 
to 6. However, they’re a tric¬ 
ky ball club and will pull a 
few stunts out of the bag if 
you're not careful. They even 
tried the old Statue of Liber¬ 
ty play against us here two 
years ago. It almost worked. 
Troy State is expected to have 
a potent offense to go against 
the Vols Saturday afternoon. 

Looking two weeks ahead, 
the Vols will travel to Flor¬ 
ence State. And they'll have 
a chip on their shoulder every 
inch o f the way. Florence 
State has edged the Vols for 
the last two years—2120 in 
1960 and 17-14 in 1961. Sure, 
it'll be a dogfight but that’s 
where the Vols shine. The 
game a t Florence, Ala. will 
start at 2 p.m. and we expect 
a large crowd to follow the 
Vols. FSC has a large stadium 
that we want every Vol fan to 
see. I know it’ll make you sick 
because the UTMB team does 
not have one and maybe it’ll 


UTMB’s Vols vanquished 
Carson-Newman, 22 to 0, to 
win the Volunteer State Ath¬ 
letic Conference champion¬ 
ship at College Field last Sat¬ 
urday night. 

The Vols scored all their 
points in the first half and put 
up a stiff defense in the sec¬ 
ond half to roll to their fifth 
victory of the season. They 
gained 207 yards in total of¬ 
fense to the Eagles’ 118 yards. 

Early in the first quarter 
end Jim Love recovered a C-N 
fumble on their 30-yard line 
and the Vols went 30 yards to 
drive for a score. Fullback 
Darrel Smith ran the ball over 
from the one-yard line. Bob 
Zachary’s kick for extra points 
was blocked. 

Smith, a 191-pounder from 
Munford, ran over for the sec¬ 
ond touchdown that came in 
the second period after Nen- 
ion Conley, a guard, blocked 
a C-N punt on the eight-yard 
line. Vernon Prather threw a 
pass to Love for the two ex¬ 
tra points. 

With seconds left in the sec¬ 
ond quarter fullback Smith 
picked off an Eagle pass on 
the UTMB 40-yard line and 
returned it to the C-N 31. On 
the next play Prather threw a 
31-yard pass to Wilbur Edmis¬ 
ton for a TD. Prather threw to 
Edmiston for the extra points 
and the Vols led 22 to 0 at 
halftime. 

Carson-Newman threatened 
once in the second half when 
center Bob Black intercepted 
a Prather pass and returned 
it to the UTMB 19-yard line. 
Rather than face the Vol line, 
Eagle quarterback Jim Reeves 
look to the air and finally lost 
the ball on downs. 

Wilbur Edmiston was out¬ 
standing in two departments 
during the game.

The U-T Martin Vols, now 
with a 5-2 record after Satur¬ 
day’s victory over Carson- 
Newman, are sailing on to an¬ 
other good season. 

Perhaps the most important 
factors in the campaign so far 
have been all-conference can¬ 
didate Vernon Prather’s amaz¬ 
ing accuracy in passing, the 
constant plunging and driving 
oi fullback Darrel Smith and 
halfback Wilbur Edmiston, the 
rugged line play o f guards 
Butch Dean and Nick Stella- 
vato and tackles Jim Nunley 
and Romeo Duncan, and the 
brilliant pass defense of Bob 
Zachary and Howard Finley. 

Vernon Prather, who led the 
VSAC in passing last year with 
742 yards and in total offense 
with 794 yards, is well on his 
way in passing last year’s 
mark with 714 yards passing 
and 788 yards total offense al¬ 
ready this season. He has con¬ 
nected 37 times out of 79 at¬ 


tempts with his favorite tar¬ 
gets, Jim Love, WaUy Biele¬ 
wicz, and Scott Boehringer. 
Prather has tossed nine touch¬ 
down passes and in addition 
has thrown three two - point 
conversion passes. 

Fullback Darrel Smith, who 
led the VSAC in rushing with 
708 yards last year, has picked 
u p 334 yards rushing this 
year and has scored 4 touch¬ 
downs for a total of 24 points. 
Not far behind i s halfback 
Wilbur Edmiston, who was in¬ 
jured early in the season and 
missed two games. Edmiston, 
all-conference in 1960-61, has 
led the state in scoring and 
was runner-up last year. This 
year Edmiston has gained 259 
yards rushing and has caught 
three passes for a total of 71 
yards. One of these was a 31 
yard scoring play. He caught 
another pass for two points 
after the touchdown. 

Ends Jim Love, Wally Biel¬ 
ewicz, and Scott Boehringer 
are the leading pass receivers. 
Love has caught nine passes

UTMB edged Delta State, 19 
to 18, to win an important in 
tersectional football game at 
College Field on October 27. 

I was the first win over the 
Statesmen in three years. The 
Vols had beaten DSC back in 
1958, 14 to 0. 

The Vols opened up the 
scoring early in the first quar¬ 
ter when Vernon Prather 
threw a five-yard pass to half¬ 
back Ted Sines.
